The Hi^la may be, seen a distance of 
Mveuty-five mUes, rismg several hun­ 
dred feet above the level, their sides 
covered with dense forests of pine, 
which gives them tboir blsck sppoar- 
anee from which their name is derived. 
! !be valleys at their feet are known to 
heavily timbered, with here and 
there a prairie; the soil is very blapk 
and rieb. A aoort or more of streams 
rise in the vicinity, lending into the 
Cheyenne and othér rivers. In the beds 
of an thme streams, gold is found; even 


within ten miles of Bismarck; in the 
bed of the Little Heart, which <^mes 
from that vicinity. 
These Hills are about 200 miles from 
Bismarck; they can be reached from 
Bismarck better than from any other 
point. Fiom Bismarck to the Black 
Hills is only a five days’ ride, or a ten 
days' march. The route is over a splen­ 
did country, good grazing, plenty of 
timber and water, and will be well 
guarded by the military. 
The Indians may make some trouble 
this summer; the young men from all 
the tribes in the country are gathering 
there, possibly to intercept and barrass 
the expedition; possibly, as of old, for 
their annual sun dance; possibly to 
offer up their adoration to the God of 
the Indians, and lay plans for future 
campaigns. 
The Indians are restless, now, more 
so than ever before; they have been 
crowded from the Atlantic to the Mis­ 
sissippi—and beyond the Missouri; they 
have been driven from the Pacific east­ 
ward to the fastnesses of the Rocky 
Mountains; have witnessed the building 
of the Union Pacific which is opening 
up a vast belt through the centre of 
their country; and now the Northern 
Pacific is encroaching upon them. 
Their villages have been laid waste, 
their numbers decimated by war and 
disease, tbeir hunting grounds turned 
into wheat fields, and now it'is belio^ed 
they are gathering to defend the Hunt­ 
ing Ground of the Great Spirit, as In­ 
dian tradition styles the Black Hills— 
which may prove to be the red man’s 
last ditch. 
. This is God’s country. He peopled 
itw ithrdd men, and planted it with 
wild grasses, and permitted the white 
man to gain a foothold; and as the wild 
grasses disappear when the white clover 
gains a footing, so, the Indian disappears 
before the advance of the white man. 
Humanitarians may weep for poor Lo, 
and tell of the wrongs he has sufiered, 
but he is passing away. Their prayers, 
their entreaties, can not change the 
law of nature; , can not arrest the causes 
which are carrying them on to their ul­ 
timate destiny—extinction. 
The American people neéd the coun­ 
try >1116 Indians: now occupy; many of 
our people are out of employment; the 
masses need some new excitement. The 
war is over, and the era of railroad 
building has been brought to a termina­ 
tion by the greed of capitalists and the 
folly of the grangers; and depression 
pFevaila on every hánd.' An Indian 
war would do no barm, for it|ma8t come, 
sooner or later.

The May Lowery arrived yesterday 
haying come down with one engine 
She reports the Stockdale in trouble at 
Fort Peck, where she will remain some 
days yet.

Import Near Brainerd, Biiiii. 


BY IXGOMAB. 
Generally in new countries, well 
wooded and watered like this, that are 
being opened up, fish and game are 
plentiful; the rule holds good for this 
beautkfui section of the whilom “land of 
the Dakotas.’’ 
Since the days when I used to “go 
gunning’’ with an old horse pistol 
surreptitiously obtained, I have been 
ever on the move, ahd at all times have, 
when possible, taken a hand in all legit­ 
imate sports. The trails in the north 
woods of New York State, are as famil­ 
iar to me as the streets of my home. I 
have cast my'line in all the best trout 
pools, have still-hunt^ .the deer in its 
wildest parts, and have explored thé 
forests and streams of the Upper Otta^ 
wa, and seen the moose and bear in tbeir 
fastnesses. I have had good sport and 
imagined that each place was the best, 
but I must now candidly state, that for 
game in its different varieties, and black 
I bass fishing, the countir tributary to 
the Northern Pacific Railroad bearsf/ 
away the honors. 
Starting frmn the N. P. Junction— 
twenty-three miles west from Duluth— 
reached ia one day from St. Paul—the 
road runs.througb a timbered country 
to this place, passing every few miles a 
lake, some large, some mere ponds, all 
swarming with fish, chid9y black baas 
and piiokerel. The best lakes are Island 
Lake^ twenty miles ftpm-tha^JmiiKfairr 
at Withing* 
toa Station, known as Setpent Lake, a 
►fwi 


the fiy at the same time, the sportsman 
must bare bis wits about him, and get 
in his best work, ot hé will have a bro­ 
ken rod on his hafids; * ' 
There is. .a mooted question as to 
whether a black bass will take a tly or 
hot, these Serpént Lake bass, will most 
decidely, and if a green band attempts 
this business he.will find that the bass 
will not only take the fly, but they will 
keep it. There is no “let up’’ to them 
till you get them on shore or into the 
boat. Mascxllonge will also take a mil­ 
ler or red ibis. 1 saw a twelve pounder 
last season, that Evans, of the New 
York Worlds killed in this lake, with 
a light.rod and ibis fly while bass-fish­ 
ing. Evans is a master of the gentle 
art; but this fish was almost too much 
for him, and after a long fight, when he 
had him securely in his boat, he owned 
to his boatman that he had *‘enough of 
that for one day.’* 
R. B. Coffin (he says he is a Nantucket 
Coffin, and of course he must be a good 
fisherman) has lately located on the 
banks of Serpent Lake, and has built 
some boats, and will be prepared to ac­ 
commodate sportsmen, this season. It 
is as much fun to hear Coffin “spin 
yarns’’ as it is to catch fish. 
Deer abound near Brainerd; over a 
hundred and fifty were killed within 
five miles of town, last season. This 
does not include those killed by Indians. 
In the swamps east of us, bear are still 
plenty, and when blue berries are ripe, 
can be easily found. 
North beyond 
Leech Lake, moose, cariboo, and rein­ 
deer range. There is a good wagon 
road from here to Leech Lake, mail 
stage once a week, and twenty or thirty 
miles beyond, along the Bois River val­ 
ley, the big game is abundant, and will 
be for years to come, for there is no one 
but the lazy Chippewas to disturb it. 
West from town, the country gradually 
loses its wooded character, and the 
prairie begins to show itself, extending 
to the Red River of the North, and be­ 
yond to the Missouri. This whole sec­ 
tion from Wadena west, is one vast 
game preserve. Pinnated grouse are in 
flocks like blackbirds in the east, all 
the different varieties of plover are to 
be found, and near Fargo and Moorhead 
snipe are abundant. Ducks of every 
known Northern variety swarm in every 
bog hole and pond, and wherever there 
is cover, ruffed grouse are plenty. 
In Dakota (between Fargo and Bis­ 
marck, on the Missouri River) Jack rab­ 
bits and antelope can be seen from the 
train, grouse in flocks dust themselves 
on the grade, and geese and ducks fly 
up from the “sloughs’’ as the cars rat­ 
tle past. The sportsman visiting this 
section should make Brainerd his ob­ 
jective point, get posted, and then make 
excursions to different .points. 
He 
should come well provided with guns 
and fishing tackle, a light fly rod for 
bass and a heavy trolling rod, a heavy 
breech-loading shot gun, and a good 
rifle that carries a heavy ball. There 
are plenty of good styles of rifles, and 
if the sportsman thinks be has lost any 
Indians, and wants to find them any 
where hsyond the Missouri River he had 
better bring an improved Winchester, 
or better still, stay on this side of the 
river, “Indians are mighty uncertain,’’ 
and all the good ones I ever saw were 
langing by the neck, strong up by the 


dear'and baautiftil body of water, heav­ 
ily tfaobered to the wafer’s edge, with 
high beaks and gravellv shores. Three

The Fargo E xprm urges that all in­ 
terests, Republicans, Liberal Republi­ 
cans, Democrats and Orangers should 
combine and give their united support 
to a candidate for Congress, from the 
Northern part of the Territory. 
It is held that the Southern part of 
the Territory is demoralized by personal 
quarrels and factional fights to such an 
extent that it is likely to present half a 
dozen different candidates, and if so, a 
candidate receiving the united vote of 
the Northern part of the Territory, 
would" be certain of an election. 
i 
This figures out very nicely on paper 
but it must be remembered that while 
the Southern part of the Territory has 
eight thousand voters, the Northern 
has not to exceed two thousand, and, 
the Tbibune believes, the way things 
are shaping, that a candidate from this 
part of the Territory would not stand 
the ghost of a chance, even if half a 
dozen candidates do run in the South­ 
ern part of the Territory. A contest 
of the kind suggested would only alien­ 
ate from us those who are willing and 
anxious to help us, and who are in sit­ 
uation to do so. 


Northern Dakota has been neglected 
by Southern Dakota, but it must be 
remembered that the bulk of our popu­ 
lation has come in within the past two 
years, and during that time a bill, with 
a fair prospect o f. success, has been 
pending in the National Congress to 
give us a separate Territorial govern­ 
ment. 


If laws have been passed regard­ 
less of our inteaests, it is because the 
Legislature had reason to suppose that 
a bill backed as this was by petitions 
fl'om iboiiSands of citizens in both parts 
of the Territory by, two memorials 
from the Legislature, and the unanimous 
voice of the Western press, would surely 
prevail, and it was not unnatural for 
them to presume that we did not need 
any favors at their hands. 
Under the circumstances we could not 
have expected different treatment, and it 
is fair to presume that those who urge 
retaliatory measures now would not 
have conceeded more than we have re­ 
ceived had .he positions of the two sec­ 
tions been reversed. 
With all due respect for those who 
believe it is possible to elect a candidate 
from the Northern part of the Territory 
the T ribune insists that it can not be 
done; and rather than attempt it, with 
certain defeat staring us in the face, let 
us send delegates to the Elk Point 
Convention, 
who 
will 
work 
to 
secure the nomination of a man who 
will do us justice. 
We should ask no 
more than this; we deserve no more. 
Let us help to nominate him and then 
labor to elect him. 
We hold the bal­ 
ance of power when it comes to voting, 
and of candidates from the Southern 
part of the' Territory, we can elect 
whom we will.

S weet B bia b C oal Min es, 
June 16th, 1874. 
I send you by the bearer, a specimen 
of coal taken from these mines, abou^ 
seventy feet in the tunnel. It is fron) 
the middle vein, and compares favorably 
with that in the others. The two upper 
veins are each 3^ feet thick, separated 
by a layer of clay 15 feet in depth. The 
lower vein is 20 inches below the mid­ 
dle one and rests on fire clay, which we 
have penetrated three feet, further pro­ 
gress being stopped by water. 
We have 
sunk several shafts in the vicinity, and 
are satisfied with the prospects. The 
whole country is underlaid with coal as 
good as the specimen sent in. Try it, 
and satisfy yourselves as to the quality. 
MORE testimony. 
Much has been said, intended to con­ 
demn this country for farming purposes, 
but I should like to have some of those 
fellows who doubt the productiveness of 
this soil, to see our crops. We have 
planted corn, potatoes, peas, beans, let­ 
tuce, beets, radishes, squashes and cu­ 
cumbers, and all are up and doing nice­

the remains of a row of huts may be 
found, extending in a circle for three 
miles; in some places the ground has 
been scooped out and stone walls hnilti 
as if for fortifications. At other places 
may he found mounfls built of stone, 
and occasionally Indian Graves. We 
find many stone arrows and other In­ 
dian relics. 
GAME, WATER, ETC. 
The country ahoiit here is rolling 
prairie with a heavy growth of grass 
and an aburidahce of water is found 
near the surface. We have a splendid 
spring of cold, pure water. Game 
abounds on eyery hard; elk, deer, ante­ 
lope, ducks, geese, chickens and snipe 
in abundance. 
LOCATION. 
These mines are located on the line 
of the N. P., about twenty-five raile$ 
west of Bismarck; there is no settler 
ment nearer us than Bismarck, and 
there are but three persons here. W$ 
are getting along nicely and are ien 
ing ourselves hugely.

Eloqnent 8reeoIi«i and Votes on Wo 
man’s Suffirage. 


Tbeae, Mr. Editor are the sUrtUo¿ headlines that 


a d o r n e d tlM.CongresriauI Ofdtusn 0^ the St. Paul 
J*ioM€r 
May'9Hk, and which ctareyed to' the 
waiting people of Pembina, the tidings that the new 
and beautifnl Territory, which we have come to fondly 
regard as a star of the first magnitude, had been ig- 
cominlonsly snaffed out, and denied a place in the 
galaxy of States, by the “ undevout Astronomers” 
of the Senate chamber. 
But the amendment was the unkindest cut of all 
Just think of it ! Nineteen grave and reverend Sen­ 
ators deliberately seeking to empty npon onr unwill­ 
ing heads a perfect Pandora box of evila, and sup­ 
porting the iniquitous measurie that would have en­ 
tailed upon our young and struggling Commonwealth, 
the stigma and disgrace of female suffrage ! The wo­ 
men of the country may well stand appalled at the 
alarming prospect, and it is quite time some of us 
uttered a protest. Arguments, trivial in themselves 
become of weightiest import when gravely uttered in 
the solemn councils of the nation. Let us then re­ 
view the telegraphic abstract of some of these “ elo­ 
quent speeches upon woman’s suffraae.” 


Senator Boreman called up the Senate bill to estab­ 
lish the territory of Pembina, and provile a tempor­ 
ary government. 
&£ 
Senator Sargent moved to amend the bill so that the 
right to vote or hold office in a territory should not 
be restricted on account of race, color or sex. He 
said he believed the amendment was not only justified 
but required by organic law of the United States. 
Numerous petitions had been presented to Congress 
fur this right to females, and the only notice taken of 
them was a report adversely in the other house. • The 
rebuplican party was to a certain extent pledged to 
extend the suffrage to females, in the territories, to 
confer upon women the right of suffrage would be to 
•pen wide avenues for them, and advancement in 
society, give them opportunity through the ballot box 
and they will break up the nefarious practices now 
existing, and purify society. The spirit of the Con­ 
stitution should be carried out, and women be allowed 
to vote. 
It is true that “ numerous petitions have been pre­ 
sented to Congress for this right to females,” but do 
Congressmen understand bow these petitions are got­ 
ten up? 1 signed one of them once, ever so many 
years ago, and this is how it was. An eloquent travel 
ing advocate of women’s rights, stopped at a then 
flourishing female college, and obtained permission to 
address its pupils. There were a hundred or more of 
us, impulsive and immature school girls of ftil. ages, 
ranging from twelve to twenty. Naturally we were 
deeply Impressed with the eloquent words of the 
speaker, and waxed properly indignant over the' in - 
stances he related of man’s inhumanity to woman. 
The eloquent advocate 
spread Mmself^' (if 
you’ll pardon the schooigirlism) and when our feel­ 
ings were wrought up to the exquisite pitch of sym­ 
pathy and excitement, he produced from his coat-tail 
a paper, which he said was a petition to Congress for 
the right of suffrage to women; and in the name of 
suffering, down-trodden womanhood, he applied to us 
to sign it, and save the country! Of course we signed 
it, every silly, sentimental girl of us! Some signed 
it because the others did; but most qf us wrote down 
onr names with a flourish, feeling that .we had long 
been, in some indefinable way, the -nctigis of*"tnan’s 
tyranny and oppression, and were reíSólved to free 
ourselves or die. Most of us had good, homes and 
kind parents, and had we stopped to think one mo­ 
ment, we would doubtless have reflected that the in­ 
stances of cruelty and legal oppression, even if true, 
were exceedingly rare, and quite out of the ordinary 
eourse of events. But school girls are not in the 
habit of thinking. We tigned the paper defiantly, 
and went back to our primary studies feeling grateful 
to the perambulating tramp, who had given us the 
opportunity of saving the country so easily, But 
when our petition, with its hundred names attached, 
was gravely sent to the Congress of the United States, 
and was heralded abroad in the papers, as a petition 
from the good women of the village, (but few of whom 
had even heard of It), pleading for the right of suff­ 
rage to their long oppressed sex, then there dawned 
upon our adolescent minds a suspicion that our peti­ 
tion was a fraud on the face of it, and a libel upon 
the retident ladies of the village. I bebeve that this 
is still true of nearly, if not all of the petitions that 
are drawn up and presented to Congress at the present 
day. They represent the true sentiments of the wo­ 
man of the land, no more than the courtesans who 
swarm on the* outskirts of Washington society, repre­ 
sent tl^ honest, hard-workiog womanhood of the na­ 
tion.

-The stacking force is 
supposed to be the 400 Sioux who left 
Cheyenne some time* ago. The news 
was refeiyed at Bismarck ^about the 
same time that Major Sperry arrived 
with his delegation which had been to 
look at lands in the Indian Territory. 
The Indians w.etc contented and willing 
to settle down to a white man’s life and 
engage. in farming, but this news set 
them wild, and all ihey' could think of 
was revenge. Should tae Indian war, 
which seems imminent, come upon us, 
these Indians will do good service to 
the Government, for they hate the 
Sioux with a hatred more intense than 
that felt by the Sioux towards the white 
man. 
* 
The delegation visited the Indian Ter­ 
ritory and found an excellent country 
but they decide against removal. They 
went to* Washington, arid spent eight 
days there, constantly on the move, 
visiting both Houses of Congress, the 
Patent Office, Smithsonian Institute, 
schools, manufactories, etfc. They had 
“ talks” with their “Great Father;!’ they 
went to New York and Chicago; they 
went to Major Sperry’s home, visiting 
the farms, etc., and returned filled with 
admiration and awe. They say the 
white man is as numerous as the blades 
of grass on the prairie, and in power 
deem him irresistible. The President 
promised them protection, admitting 
their wrongs in the past, and they re­ 
turn satisfied.
